From the Account of Major Long’s Expedition. 

NEIGHBOURHOOD OF THE ROCKY MOUN?AINS. 

The mode of rallying now prescribed to our 
party was the following: immediately after an 
alarm should be given, the party should scize 
their arms and form in front of the tents, in the 
rear of the line of packs, and await any orders 
that might be given. The sentinel giving the 
alarm, should proceed to the tent of the oili- 
cers, in order to acquaint them with the cause. 
Major Long and Capt. Bell should reconnoitre 
about-the encampment, and, if practicable, as- 
certain the real occasion of the alarm. Farth- 
er movements to be regulated asthe emergen- 
cy night require. 

This alarm was the occasion of ovr starting 
on the morning of the 26th at an earlier hour 
than usual. We rode on through the same un- 
interesting and dreary country as before, but 
were constantly amused at observing the mo- 
tions of the countles thousands of bisons, by 
which we were all the time surrounded. ‘The 
wind happening to blow fresh from the south. 
the scent of our party was borne directly 
across the Platte, and we could distinctly note 
every step of its progress, by the consterna- 
tion and terror it excited among the buffaloe. 
The moment the tainted gale infested the at- 
mosphere, they ran with as much violence as if 
pursued by a party of mounted hunters, and, | 
instead of running from the danger, turned | 
there heads towards the wind, eager to escape | 
trom the terrifying scent; they pushed forward 
in.an obliqne direction towards our party, and. 
p' og into the river, they swam and waded | 
an. ran, with the utmost violence, in several 
instances breaking through our line of march. 
Which was inimediately along the lett bank of | 
the Platie. One of the party perceiving from | 
the direction taken by the bull, that preceded | 
the extended column ef his companions, that. 
he intended to emerge from the low river bot. | 
tom, ata particular point, where the precipit- | 
ous bank was worn by deep travelling into a} 
deep notch, urged his horse rapidly forward to 
gain this statron, that he might have a near 
view of these interesting animals ; he had no 
sooner arrived at this point, than the formida- 
ble leader, hounding up the sleep, gained the 
summit of the bank with his fure feet, and in 
this position abruptly halted from his full career, 
wnd glared tiercely at the horse, which now oc- 
cupied his path. 

The horse, trembling violently from fear of | 
ihis sudden apparition, would have wheeled and | 
«exerted his utmost speed, had he not been re- 
siruimed by the greatest strength of his rider ; | 
he recoiled however, a few feet, and sank | 
down upon hishams. The bull halted bat a! 
moment, then being urged forward by the ir- 
resisuble impulse of the moving column behind. 
rushed onward by the half sitting horse. The 
multitude came swiftly on, crowding up the 
narrow defile. ‘The party had now arrived, 
and extending along a considerable distance, 
the | cons ran m a confused manner in varieus 
directions to gain the distant bluffs, numbers 
were compelled to pass throagh our line of 
march, boiween the horses, ‘This scene, added 
tothe plunging aad roaring in the river of | 
those that were yet crossing, produced a grand 
effect, which was still heightened, by the 
fire opene! upen them by our hunters, As 
they ascended the baak innumerable opporta- 
nitics offered of selecting and killing the fattest, 
and it wi with difiicalty, we restrained our |

hunters from sleghtering many more than we 
needed. 











It is remarked by hunters, and appears to be 
an established fact, that the odour of a white 
man is more terrifying to wild avimals, particu- 
larly the bison, than that of an Indiao. This 
animal, in the course of its periodic migrations, 
comes into the immediate neighbourhood of 
the permanent Indian villages, on the Missouri 
and the Platte. One was seen by our hunters 
within six miles of the Grand Pawnee village, 
and immediately about the towns, we saw heads 
and skeletons, of such as had been killed there 
the preceding spring. They had come in 
while the Pawnees were absent on their win- 
ter’s bunt, and at their return, we were tn- 
formed they found the bisons immediately 
about their villages. They disappeared inva- 
riably from the neighbourhood of the white 
settlements within a few years. We are aware 
that another cause may be found for this, than 
the frightful scent of the white man, which is 
the impolitic exterminating war, which he 
wages against all unsubdued animals within 
his reach. 

= 
A SCENE FROM THE SAMF. : 

In the middle of the day we found the heat 
more oppressive, with the mercury at 96 deg. 
than we had known it in many instances when 
the thermometer had indicated a higher tem- 
perature by six or eight degrees. This sultry 
calm was, however. soen succeeded by thunder 
showers, attended with their ordinary effects 
upon the atmosphere. In the afternoon the 
country we passed was swarming with inoumer- 
able herds of bison, wild horses, deer, elk, &c. 
while great numbers of minute sandpipers, 
yellow-shanked snipes, kill deer, plovers (char- 
adises vociferus) and tell-tale godwits, about the 
river seemed to indicate the vicinity of larger 
bodies of water than we had been accustomed 
of late tosee. During the afternoon and the 
night, there was a continued and rapid altera- 
tion, of bright, calm, and cloudless skies, with 
sudden and violent thunder storms. Our hori- 
zon was a little obscured on both sides, by the 
hills and the scattered trees which skirted along 
the sides of the valley. As we looked out of 


' our tent to observe the progress of the night, 
_we found sometimes a pitchy darkness veiling 
| every object ; at cthers, by the clear light of 
: the stars, and the constant flashing from some 


unseen cloud, we could distinguish all the fea- 
tures of the surrounding scene ; our horses 
grazing quietly about our tent, and the famished 
prairie wolf prowling near to seize the frag- 
ments of our plentiful supper. 
was almost incessant, but its low and distant 
mutterings were at times so blended with the 
roaring of the bisons, that more experienced 
ears than ours, might have found a difficuity in 
distinguishing between them. Ata lue hour 


in the night, some disturbance was perceived | 
among the horses, occasioned by a herd of wild | 


horses, which had come in and struck up a 
hasty acquaintance with their enslaved fellow 
brutes. As it was near day light, we forebore 
to co any thing to fr.ghten away the intruders, 
hoping to have an opportunity to prove our 
skili in the operation of creastng, as soon as the 
light should be snilicient. A 
times adopted by hunters for taking the wild 


horse is to soot the animal through the neck, | 


using the requisite care not to injure tue spine. 
A horse may receive a ball through a particu- 
lar part of the neck withont sustaining anv per- 
manent injury ; the blow is, however, suilicient 
to occasion a temporary suspension of the 
powers of life, ducing which the animal is 
easily taken.

Squire Montague, a lean, 
lack-beardical, long faced, sunken cheeked, 
hollow-eyed, cossack-wasted, concern ; witha 
very gentlemanly imperfection of vision, and a 
silyer-eye glass to correspond. Aud there they 
were, for nearly an hoar, before the arrival of 
the magistrates crammed among the tag rag
